St. Louls, Mo., July 7.—(Special.)—Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan occupied the center 
of the stage, both literally and mataphor- 
ically, during the major part of this sec- 
“ond day of the democratic national con- 
vention. As Cleveland had his day yes- 
terday, so did Bryan today, and the en- 
thusiasm he received was far in excess 
of that manifested over the ex-president 
upon the first day. He .was given a 
rousing welcome upon his first appear- 
ance, and howled over at different stages 
during the exciting fight over the report 
of the credentials committee in which he 
was a star performer and certainly had 
the galleries with him, if not the dele- 
gates, which ts as much as could be 
eaid for the Cleveland outburst; and 
while Bryan failed to carry his point 
with the convention, there is no question 
that he was far stronger persdnally than 
the cause he represented. 

The fight was over the delegation from 
lilinols, Bryan appearing as the advo- 
cate of the minority of the committee on 
credentials who favored seating the anti- 
Hopkins delegation. The majority re- 
port was in favor of the sitting delegajes.

The crisis grows out 
of the recent action on the part of 
the opera bouffe native soldiers who, 
while in a playful mood, tried their 
accuracy with sticks and stones on 
the backs of the German and French 
ministers and the members of their 
families. The two European nations 
naturally resented such violent famil- 
tarity, their protest resulting in the 
dispatching of war vessels to Port-au- 
‘Prince, the unprotected harbor of 
which is menaced by an indefinite 
‘number of frowning guns. Having 
had previous rather strenuous experi- 
ence with Uncle Sam, the Haitian uni- 
formed rowdies did not include his 
emissary in the impromptu pelting 
‘party, so that this nation is not di- 
rectly embroiled in the present com- 
plication. 

Our governmeng, however, is inter- 
ested in preserving the status of the 
little voodoo-ridden republic, agairfst 
foreign encroachments. So while Mr. 
Hay will not interfere with the just 
punishment and reparation to be 
‘meted out to the offenders, he will 
keep a keen eye on any possible ten- 
dency on part of the foxy European 
powers to juggle Haitian territory in- 
to their own maws. ‘The Haitian of- 
ficials have assured the complaining 
nations, with startling naivette, that

‘Some interesting Negro Statistics. 
Of peculiar interest to southern 
people is the bulletin just issued by 
tne federal census bureau devoted to 
an analysis of negro statistics by Pro- 
fessor W. F. Wilcox. 

The most important fact brought 
to light by a close investigation of the 
census figures of 1900, is that the ne- 
‘gro population is not increasing as 
rapidly as the white population. Re- 
duced to exact percentage, it is found 
that the white population of the south- 
ern states during the past twenty 
years, increased 56.5 per cent; where- 
as the negro increase was only 33.1 
per cent. In 1900 the negro inhabi- 
tants of the United States, including 
Alaska, Hawaii and Porto Rico, num- 
bered 9,204,531. There were then 
8,833,994 negroes in the United States 
proper, or 11.6 per cent of the total 
population. 

Of course, the superior percentage 
of white increase in the south is not 
to-be attributed to the superior fecun- 
dity of the white race, but to immigra- 
tion, At the same time the negro race 
has lost by emigrauion to the north. 
The negro birth rate is higher than 
that of the Caucasian, but this is 
counterbalanced by his excessive 
death rate. The bugaboo of negro 
numerical domination has vanished 
forever, and every year that adds to 
the increase of the white population 
of the southern states by immigration 
makes the negro less and less of eco- 
nomic and political factor. The infe- 
rior vitality of the negro is conclu- 
sively shown by the fact that half of 


the negroes in the United States are | 


under 19 years of age. For the whites

A reduction of 21 per cent speaks 
‘volumes for the south—a cause to 
which the white taxpayers of the 
south are very largely contributing. 
In Louisiana negro illiteracy is at 
its worst, the percentage being 61, 
while in Alabama, South Carolina and 
‘Georgia over 50 per cent of the ne- 
‘groes over 10 years of age are illiter- 
ate. In view of such a showing the 
-preposterousness of 
“manhood suffrage” must be obvious 
and the justification of a suffrage 
based on literacy equally obvious. 
| The trend of the negro from the 
‘country to the towns is distinctly 
‘Shown in the statistics in question, 
The southern rural districts show an 
increase in negro population of but 
14.6 per cent, while for. tne towns 
and cities the negro increase is 31.8 
per cent. The white increase for the 
Same period is given at 36.7 for the 
towns and 22.9 for the country. The 
Sharp decrease of the negro popula- 
tion in the country will account for 
the growing scarcity of agricultural 
labor, at the same time attesting the 
fact that the rural districts are fast 
becoming Caucasianized—a very grat- 
ifying condition socially and one that 
means much to agricultural property 
values. In the four southern cities— 
Baltimare, Washington. Memphis and 
New Orleans—the increase in negro 
population was greater than that of 
the white population.

'qualities. The sentiment is practically 
‘unanimous that as long as human na- 
| ture remains in its present phase of 
evolution, crises will come which un- 
fortunately demand a resort to force in 
‘common gelf-preservation or in the up- 
‘holding of honorable institufions and 
precedents. 
|. At the same time, there is so much 
that is salutary and uplifting in Tol- 
stoi’s teachings, so much that encour- 
ages the conquering of self and lead- 
ing an exalted life, so much of inspira- 
tion for others, that: whatever he says 
is worthy of respectful attention, even 
though it be of an emphatically vision- 
ary nature.

CURZON’S FACE

British Expedition Sent Into 
Tibet for Sake of 
Viceroy. 


Washington, July 7.—The discreet in- 


Quiries of the state department into the 
object of the British Tibetan expedition, 
as related in yesterday's Associated 
Press cablegram from London, appear to 
have developed a rather curious fact— 
Namely, that the British home govern- 
ment was lukewarm, if not absolutely 
indifferent in the matter of sending 
Younghusband’s expedition toward 
L’Hassa. 

Indeed, it is said here that Colonel] 
Younghusband was allowed to go for- 


Curzon. The latter fancied that he had 
not been treated with a proper consid- 
eration by the half-wild Tibetans, and 
failing to secure what he deemed due 
official recognition of the representative 
of the Indian government sent by him 
into Tibet, he appealed to the home gov- 
@rnment for an ammed escort to secure 
proper treatment for his envoys, and the 
home government reluctantly assented. 
It is said here that the British govern- 
ment already has indicated its willing- 
ness to withdraw this punitive expedition 
@s soon as it can obtain from the Tibet- 
@éns promises of yielding the points at 
issue between India and Tibet. There 
are no pledges of freedom of trade be- 
tween the two countries or of the recog- 
nition of the right of the British govern- 
ment’s representative to exercise his 
functions in Tibet. The British are will- 
ing to retire on this basis, the more 
Teadily that they are satisfied now from 
their cwn experience that there is no 
danger to be apprehended of Russian en- 
croachments on India by way of Tibet, 
in view of the tremendous geographical 
Obstacles. 

It is stated that the British govern- 
ment has received tMe American Over- 
tures on this subject in the best of 
temper; indeed they were rather wel- 
come as tending to emphasize the de- 
termination of the American government 
to do everything possible to protect the 
integrity of China, an object quite as 
dear to the British as to the Americans,

A Trade in Which Machinery Cannot 
Drive Out Handwork. 
(From The New York Sun.) 

Those thousands of articles in carved 
mahogany turned out by the furniture 
factories and made to look like antiques 
are carved by machinery. The machine 
is ong of the most ingenious, elaborate 
and expensive of modern inventions—so 
much so indeed, that it can be used 
profitably only by those who turn out 
furniture wholesale. Even the introduc- 
tion of the machine has not been able 
to run the hand carvers, for the work 
of the machine must be followed by that 
of the skilled carver who shapes and 
smoothes it until the eye of the untaught 
it seems to be all hand work. So great 
has been the demand for carved furni- 
ture, indeed, that it is by no means cer- 
tain that the introduction of the wood 
carving machine has not made more work 
for the hand carver. 

Wood carvers in New York are chiefly 
Germans or men of German descent, 
Italians, and a few skilled Frenchmen.
